Council Shows $894 Deficit On 
Year’s Operations; Lycka Account 
Shown As $1100 In Arrears 


Elliott Shows Seek Permission To Visit Here In 
June; Second Street House May Be Condemned. 


Regular meeting of the coun¬ 
cil was held on Tuesday even¬ 
ing, Present Mayor Aboussa- 
fy, Councillors Dutil, Lowe, 
Ramsay and Wilson. 

A relief recipient, who has 
been hospitalized for a con¬ 
siderable time in a hospital 
elsewhere in the province, had 
to have his teeth removed in 
an effort to improve his health. 
Council paid the dentist’s ac¬ 
count and then received no¬ 
tice from the hospital that the 
patient required new den¬ 
tures. Council determined the 
cost to be approximately $60 
and sent a letter to the Dept, 
of Public Welfare asking that 
the government assume part 
of the expense of the dentures. 
Secretary advised council that 
the Department had refused 
to contribute one cent towards 
the cost of the new teeth. The 
council failed to reach a de¬ 
cision on the subject. 

A two storey frame struc¬ 
ture on Second street was in¬ 
spected by a provincial sani¬ 
tary inspector at council’s re¬ 
quest. His report is expected 
at the next meeting. 

Elliott Shows, in a letter 
postmarked Wellington, B.C., 
asked council’s permission to 
appear in Coleman sometime 
in June. In addition to the 
usual sideshows it possesses 
a menagerie of monkeys lions 
and bears. Council granted 
permission provided suitable 
references were produced and 
they agreed to pay the usual 
license fee. 

Some weeks ago a coke car 
caught lire on the CPR track. 
Council submitted a state¬ 
ment for firefighting expense 
to the CPR. Tuesday even¬ 
ing letters were received from 
both the CPR and Internation¬ 
al Coal Co. regarding the mat¬ 


ter. Council will gather fur¬ 
ther information as to who is 
responsible for payment be¬ 
fore taking further steps to 
collect. 

Finance chairman John 
Ramsay, in submitting his an¬ 
nual financial statement, re¬ 
vealed that the town had an 
$894 deficit on its year’s oper¬ 
ations. He stated the amount 
was not large but it would 
have to be halted as it could 
not continue over a period of 
years without doing consider¬ 
able harm to the town’s pres¬ 
ent healthy financial position. 
He made a few suggestions to 
various committees which will 
probably be given considera¬ 
tion when the new council 
takes office in March. 

In conjunction with the 
reading of the financial state¬ 
ment secretary revealed that 
the Lycka account which the 
town owes the provincial 
home is now $1100. She stat¬ 
ed Town Solicitor Bannan had 
seized Lycka’s car and sold it 
and was now garnisheeing his 
wages. It was agreed to pay 
$100 per month in order to 
clean up the debt. 

Three tenders were received 
on the new three-ton truck 
which the town proposes to 
buy. The Works & Property 

cammittae were authorized to 

study the tenders and bring 
in a recommendation at the 
next meeting. 

Since there will be many 
water and light consumers 
visiting the town office it was 
decided to have a display card 
revealing office hours placed 
in the window of the town 
office door. Council also de¬ 
creed that there must be some 
office employee on the prem¬ 
ises during office hours.

Motion Of Coal Operators 
Dismissed With Costs 


OTTAWA -Mr. Justice Patrick Kerwin of the supreme 
court of Canada Tuesday dismissed with costs a motion by 
western coal-mine operators for a court ruling on the valid¬ 
ity of a notice of contract termination given them by the 
United Mine Workers of America (C.C.L.). 

The operators, whose mines are tied up by a strike of 
10,000 men, had petitioned the court to hold a hearing and 
rule on the legality of a union notice to terminate their con¬ 
tracts as of last Dec. 3. Normally the 18-month contracts 
would expire March 31. 

Mr. Justice Kerwin said that any judgment given in 
favor of the appellants in this particular case “would be of 
no avail unless given some appreciable time before March 
31, and the orders sought would have to provide for the 
hearings of the appeals at an early date during the sittings 
of the court commencing February 3. 

“The list for that term has been prepared and contains 
a number of important cases to be heard during the open¬ 
ing weeks and it is impossible that the orders should so 
provide and the motions are therefore dismissed with costs.”

-Although prairie popu¬ 
lation as a whole decreased from 
1941 to 1946, prairie towns grew in 
size, the Dominion Bureau of Statis¬ 
tics reported. 

Total population of the three prai¬ 
rie provinces in 1946 was 2,362,941, 
of whom 1,008,487 wero living in 
urban centres and the remainder in 
rural areas. In 1941, there were 2,- 
421’905 prairie dwellers, 923,605 of 
whom were living in towns or incor¬ 
porated villages. 

The figures are based on the 1946 1 
quinquennial census, carried out only 
in the prairies. j

HOW TO PREVENT 


FIRES 


Most fire losses occurring, arise from causes easily preventable. You can reduce 
your probability of loss by attention to the following simple precautions . . . 

1. Provide metal containers for hot ashes and prohibit the use of wooden recepticles. 

2. Keep cellars, closets and stairways free from loose wrapping paper or other highly 

^ combustible material. 

3. Equip your property so that it is easy to turn off current when leaving electric irons 
and other heating appliances, even for a short time. 

■4. Use only good standard fuses and never permit the substitution of coins or wires for 
blown fuses. 

5. Examine metal flues periodically and see that they are removed before they are badly 
weakened by internal rust or otherwise. 

6. See that accumulations of soot are removed from your chimneys at least once in each 
year, preferably before lighting fires in the fall. 

7. Make sure that gasoline and other inflammable fluids, are kept out of rooms where 
there are open fires or flames of any kind. 

8. Keep open lights (candle, gas) and portable electric heaters away from curtains or 
other inflammable material which may come in contact with them. 

9. Keep your supply of matches in a closed metal receptacle and out of reach of the children.

Appalling Toll Of Life 

A recent survey shows that an ap¬ 
palling toll of life is taken every 
year by weapons “thought to be un¬ 
loaded”. And, besides, there arc the 
hundreds who have been wounded, 
blinded or maimed for life. 

The rate of shooting accidents has 
soared to peak levels in the past 
three years. This can be attributed 
mainly to the great numbers of sou¬ 
venir weapons brought home by ser¬ 
vicemen from the various battle- 
fronts following the cessation of hos¬ 
tilities. 

It may be a Lugcr, a Japanese car¬ 
bine, an automatic pistol. Acquired 
overseas and smuggled past customs, 
they are now regarded as a sort of 
badge of honor—a mark of courage. 
Likewise, is the shotgun, symbol of 
a hunter's prowess.

OTTAWA.—A publicity campaign 
is planned by the Bank of Canada 
and the Dominion Travel Bureau to 
increase tourist traffic in 1948 and 
thus bring more U.S. dollars to Can¬ 
ada. 

The goal is to boost U.S. tourist 
dollars past $300,000,000 in 1948. 

During 1946, tourists brought near¬ 
ly $224,000,000 in U.S. currency; the 
1947 total was about the same. 

Up tf Oct. 31, 20,276,000 American 
tourists came to Canada; in all of 
1946, about 20,855,000. 

Leo Dolan, travel bureau director, 
said the Bank of Canada would cir¬ 
cularize junior chambers of com¬ 
merce from coast to coast asking 
them to promote clean-up campaigns 
and to do everything else in their 
power to make Canadian cities more 
attractive places in which to spend 
a vacation. 

Mr. Dolan, who has just returned 
from visits to Nassau and Florida, 
said: “We still have the best-priced 
vacation on the continent, and that 
may be the biggest factor in our 
favor.”
